too much neglected in tbia State. 
For instance, muoh trouble would 
have been saved, a week ago, and a 
mashed thumb, nails and|exple- 
tives if the following suggestion as 
to a hen ooop had cone onr way: 
“The form of coop that we have 
found beet for onr brood hens is a 
flour barrel laid down on its side 
and so staked that it can not roll 
back and forth. The hen and her 
brood are put in it at night and a 
loose cover put in tbe front, to 
keep tbe chickens shut in in the 
morning, and keep vermin out. 
They have the rnn of the yard in 
the day time. This ia proving a 
most excellent meads of protecting | 
tbe bens from rainy weather and 
chilling blast* This iA much bet¬ 
ter than tbe ordinary coops, recom¬ 
mended for hens with their broods 
as the hen is thoroughly protected
